Amherst  was  defeated  by  Wesleyan  Sat- 
urday, on  Pratt  Field,  in  a  poorly  played 
game  on  the  part  of  the  home  team.  The 
men  seemed  to  lack  judgment  at  critical 
moments  and  threw  the  ball  around  wildly. 
Rushmore  pitched  a  magnificent  game  while 
he  was  in  the  box,  striking  out  ten  men,  but 
he  was  poorly  supported.  Tinker  pitched 
the  first  two  innings  and  lacked  control,  hit- 
ting three  men  and  giving  three  bases  on 
balls.

Amherst  was  defeated  by  Williams  in  the 
annual  Decoration  day  game  at  Williams- 
town.  Wednesday,  by  a  score  of  11  to  1. 
The  game,  with  the  exception  of  the  first 
three  innings,  was  characterized  by  listless 
playing  and  poor  batting  on  the  part  of  the 
Amherst  team,  and  quick,  snappy  playing 
and  heavy  hitting  on  Wiiliams'  part.  A 
glance  at  Amherst's  error  column  and  Wil- 
liam's batting  list  will  show  how  the  game 
was  lost  and  won.  Rushmore  was  effective 
for  the  first  three  innings,  but  in  the  fourth, 
when  an  error,  a  base  on  balls  and  an  option 
filled  the  bases,  his  wild  pitch  over  Priddy's 
head  was  partly  responsible  for  three  men 
crossing  the  plate.  In  the  last  of  the  seventh 
he  was  replaced  by  Tinker.who  was  hit  hard. 
Couch  and  Favour  played  well. 

Bent,  although  he  struck  out  but  two  men, 
was  very  effective  and  allowed  but  two  scat- 
tered hits  off  his  delivery.  He  was  ably  sup- 
ported by  Edwards  behind  the  bat.  Risley, 
Street  and  Russell  played  a  strong  game. 
Seaver  and  Russell  did  the  best  batting,  the 
former  getting  a  triple,  the  longest  hit  of  the 
game.

Street  went  to  first  on  Kent's  error  and 
was  caught  between  first  and  second  trying 
to  steal.

Amherst's  only  score  came  in  the  third. 
Favour  struck  out.  Rushmore  drew  a  base 
on  balls  and  was  out  at  second  by  an  option 
which  let  Kent  reach  first.  Kent  stole  sec- 
ond and  reached  third  on  Lydecker's  error, 
which  allowed  Thompson  to  reach  first. 
Thompson  was  caught  between  first  and  sec- 
ond, but  not  until  Kent  had  had  time  to  steal 
home  and  score. 

Three  Williams  men  crossed  the  plate  in 
their  half  of  the  inning.  Street  reached  first 
on  Thompson's  error,  Plunkett  walked  and 
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Lydecker  reached  first  on  an  option.  With  the 
bases  full  Rushmore  made  a  wild  pitch, 
which  was  later  a  blocked  ball,  and  the  three 
men  crossed  the  plate.  Edwards  struck  out 
and  Bent  was  out  by  Thompson's  assist. 

Amherst  went  out  in  order  in  the  fifth, 
Hawley  on  a  strike  out  and  Priddy  and  Fav- 
our on  grounders  to  Heffernan  and  Risley. 
For  Williams,  Russell  singled  and  Hef- 
fernan was  out  by  Rushmore's  assist.

Heffer- 
man  flied  out.  Field  failed  to  stop  Risley's 
grounder^and  Russell,  who  had  previously 
stolen  second  scored.  Risley  was  forced  out 
on  Street's  grounder  to  Kent.  For  Am- 
herst, Couch  flied  out  to  Russell,  and  Tinker 
and  Field  went  out  on  grounders  to  Bent  and 
Street. 

In  the  last  half  of  the  seventh  Tinker  was 
substituted  for  Rushmore,  who  went  into 
right  field  and  Hawley  to  left.  Tinker  was 
hit  hard  and  four  runs  were  scored  by 
Williams  in  their  half.  Plunkett  flied  out  to 
Couch.  Lydecker  singled  and  Seaver  made  a 
long  drive  over  Hawley's  head,  which  would 
have  been  a  home  run  except  for  ground 
rules.  As  it  was,  Seaver  landed  on  third. 
Edwards  hit  to  Thompson,  who  tried  to 
catch  Seaver  at  the  plate,  but  the  latter  ducked 
under  Priddy  and  scored.  Bent  reached 
first  on  an  option  and  Russell  singled.  An 
attempt  was  made  to  catch  Bent  off  second 
on  the  throw-in,  but  Field  made  an  error 
and  Edwards  and  Bent  scored.  Heffernan 
struck  out  and  Risley  was  out  by  Kent's 
assist. 

Hawley  flied  out  to  Seaver.  Priddy  went 
out  on  a  foul  fly  and  Favour  on  a  grounder 
to  Street. 

For  Williams,  Street  reached  first  on 
Couch's  error,  and  Plunkett  singled. 
Lydecker  was  out  by  Rushmore's  assist, 
Seaver  struck  out  and  Edward's  grounder 
was  taken  into  camp  by  Kent. 

Amherst  made  a  desperate  attempt  to 


score  in  the  ninth  but  failed.  Rushmore 
singled  and  reached  second  on  a  passed 
ball.  Kent,  walked  and  Thompson  flied  out 
to  Seaver.  Couch  drew  a  base  on  balls. 
With  three  men  on  bases,  Tinker  knocked 
a  grounder  to  Street,  who  touched  Couch 
and  threw  Tinker  out  at  first.  Williams  did 
not  take  their  last  inning.

It  was  suggested  in  this  connection 
that  each  college  should  be  represented  by  a 
team  of  two  men,  instead  of  three,  as  here- 
tofore. The  elections  of  the  Amherst  chess 
club  will  not  be  held  until  fall. 


TRUSTEE  MEETING. 

The  annual  spring  meeting  of  the  trustees 
of  Amherst  College  was  held  Friday  after- 
noon, May  25,  at  the  Massasoit  house  in 
Springfield.    The  members  of  the  corpora- 
tion who    were    present  were :  President 
George  Harris  of  Amherst,  John  S.  Bray- 
ton  of  Fall  River,  G.  H.  Whitcomb,  '64,  of 
Worcester,  Rev.  Dr.  E.  W.  Donald,  '69,  of 
Boston,  Rev.  Dr.  Michael  Burnham,  '67,  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H.  Ward,  '56, 
of  New  York,  Prof.  Williston  Walker,  '83, 
of  Hartford,  Ct..  Charles  M.   Pratt,  '79,  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  A.  H.  Dakin,  '84,  of  Bos- 
ton, and  F.  N.  Look,  '77,  of  Florence.  The 
election  of  trustees  to  fill  the  two  vacancies 
resulted  as  follows:    Rev.  H.  S.  Bliss,  '82, 
of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  M.  Lamson, 
and  George  A.  Plimpton,  '76,  of  New  York 
city  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Storrs,  '39.  The 
resignation  of  Hon.  John  S.  Brayton  of  Fall 
River  was  tendered  and  accepted.  Taking 
up  the  matter  of  the  curriculum,  the  board 
unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  changes  rec- 
ommended by  the  faculty,  embodying  the 
extension   of   the   elective   system   to  all 
courses  after  freshman  year,  and  the  substi- 
tution of  five  three-hour  courses,  instead  of 
four  four-hour  courses,  as  heretofore.  In 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  candidates  for 
the  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts,  it  was  unani- 
mously voted  that  hereafter  Latin,  but  not 
Greek,  should  be  necessary  to  the  attain- 
ment of  the  degree  of  A.  B.     The  trustees 
appointed  F.  O.  Reed,  '99,  to  the  Kellogg 
fellowship   to   succeed  A.  H.  Pierce,  Ph. 
D.,  '88,  the  present  holder.     This  is  the 
most  valuable  of  the  fellowships  given  by  the 
College,  extending  over  seven  years,  three 
of  which  are  spent  in  preparation,  generally 
abroad,  and  four  in  lecturing  at  the  College. 
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The  Student  desires  to  express  to  Pro- 
fessor Todd  the  hearty  congratulations  of  the 
college,  upon  the  complete  success  of  his 
present  expedition  to  Tripoli  to  witness  the 
total  eclipse  of  the  sun  of  May  28,  1900. 
Twice  before  Professor  Todd  has  made 
similar  expeditions,  only  to  be  foiled  at  the 
important  moment  by  unfavorable  weather 
conditions,  and  the  work  and  preparation  of 
months  have  been  brought  to  nought.  Upon 
the  present  occasion,  however,  as  we  learn 
from  the  brief  account  given  in  his  message, 
all  has  gone  well,  and  Professor  Todd  has 
attained  the  success  which  he  richly  deserves. 

Robert  E.  Speer,  one  of  the  most  promi- 
nent Y.  M.  C.  A.  men  in  the  country  is  to 
speak  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  room  next  Satur- 
day evening.  The  object  of  this  meeting  is 
to  get  men  to  go  to  the  annual  Northfield 
Student  Conference  to  be  held  at  East  North- 
field  from  June  29  to  July  8.  All  of  the 
leading  universities  and  colleges  send  delega- 
tions to  these  conferences  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  Amherst  will  again  be  well  repre- 
sented. Last  year  the  delegation  consisted 
of  twenty  men  but  the  committee  in  charge 
are  very  anxious  that  more  men  attend  this 
year.  A  glance  at  the  account  of  the  con- 
ference in  a  recent  number  of  The  Student 
will  convince  any  who  are  undecided  that  a 
most  enjoyable  as  well  as  profitable  time  is 


to  be  anticipated.  The  meeting  next  Satur- 
day should  be  well  attended  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  a  large  Amherst  delegation  will 
be  sent  to  the  conference. 


The  approval  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  changes  in  the  curriculum, 
recommended  by  the  faculty, has  been  heartily 
endorsed  on  every  hand.  These  changes, 
together  with  the  adoption  of  the  requirement 
of  but  one  ancient  language  from  candidates 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  place 
Amherst  in  line  with  the  leading  institutions 
of  learning  in  this  country.  The  sharp  dis- 
tinction between  classical  and  what  were  once 
purely  technical  studies  is  fast  disappearing 
in  methods  of  education,  and  the  sciences 
are  almost  universally  considered  as  the 
equivalents  of  the  old  classics  for  general 
training  and  culture.  The  institution  of  these 
changes  is  opportune  and  the  Student  joins 
in  pronouncing  the  action  gratifying  and 
praiseworthy. 


The  result  of  the  game  against  Williams 
Wednesday,  was,  to  say  the  least,  disheart- 
ening and  discouraging  to  the  alumni  and 
undergraduates,  who  have  thus  far  willingly 
supported  the  team.  The  game  put  up  by 
the  Amherst  team  was  an  exhibition  that 
would  put  even  the  average  preparatory 
school  team  to  shame,  to  say  nothing  of  a 
college  'varsity  nine.  Just  what  was  the 
matter  we  would  not  attempt  to  say,  unless 
it  was  the  absence  of  that  determination  and 
spirit  that  ought  to  characterize  a  college 
nine,  and  which  was  so  strongly  urged  in  a 
recent  communication,  for  that  spirit  was 
lacking  and  sadly  so,  as  might  be  easily 
shown.  In  one  instance,  during  the  game 
the  team  did  play  in  hard  luck.  We  refer 
to  the  sixth  inning  when  a  wild  pitch  by  the 
Amherst  pitcher  became  a  blocked  ball 
through  the  negligence  of  the  Williams' 
management  to  keep  the  spectators  behind 
the  ropes,  and  three  runners  scored.  But 
outside  of  this  instance  the  team  can  hope 
but  for  little  sympathy.  The  championship 
is  now  hopelessly  lost,  given  away,  and  it  is 
too  late  to  possibly  recover  it,  but  the  team 
has  yet  time  in  the  next  three  weeks  to 
brace  up  and  show  that  it  has  at  least  some 
ability  as  a  baseball  nine. 


As  the  present  term  is  drawing  to  a  close 
we  look  back  with  much  satisfaction  upon  the 
changes  which  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  There  is,  however,  one  other  case  in 
which  we  believe  better  regulations  could  be 


advantageously  made.  We  refer  to  our  sys- 
tem of  cuts  and  the  penalties  for  over  cuts. 
The  present  system  allows  one  tenth  of  the 
exercises  to  be  cut  and  under  no  circum- 
stances will  a  student  be  excused  for  over 
cuts  ;  but  he  must  pay  the  same  penalty  for 
cutting  over  on  account  of  sickness  or  from 
a  simple  disinclination  to  attend  recita- 
tions. In  this  there  appears  a  manifest 
injustice  to  the  student  whose  circumstances 
compel  him  to  be  absent.  There  is  hardly 
another  college  in  the  country  which  does 
not  recognize  illness  as  a  valid  reason  for 
absence  from  college  work  and  which  does 
not  excuse  such  absence.  In  many  institu- 
tions excuses  are  also  granted  to  the  mem- 
bers of  its  athletic  teams  while  they  are  play- 
ing out  of  town  games,  another  case  which 
seems  worthy  of  consideration.  The  work  of 
the  athlete  is  self-sacrificing  at  best  and 
assuredly  no  injury  would  be  done  to  our 
standard  of  scholarship  if  such  men  were 
excused  from  cuts  taken  on  trips  of  the  team. 
The  Student  is  of  the  opinion  that  some 
discrimination  should  be  made  between  those 
who  cut  for  unavoidable  causes  as  mentioned 
and  those  who  cut  from  personal  inclination 
or  convenience.  We  believe  that  an  arrange- 
ment could  be  made  which  would  be  satis- 
factory to  both  students  and  faculty  and  hope 
that  some  measure  may  be  taken  in  the 
future  which  will  give  recognition  to  such 
unavoidable  absences.

NEWS  FROM  PROFESSOR  TODD. 

A  cablegram  received  Monday  afternoon 
from  Professor  Todd,  reports  the  complete 
success  of  his  expedition  to  view  the  eclipse 
of  the  sun.  The  day  at  Tripoli  was  magnifi- 
cent, and  successful  observations  were  com- 
pleted with  twenty  telescopes,  including  one 
of  twenty-four  inches  diameter.  The  corona 
was  seen  for  fifty-two  seconds  and  was  an 
exact  duplicate  of  that  of  January,  1889, 
completely  confirming  the  eleven  years' 
period  of  the  corona  variation  with  the  sun 
spots. 


M0TT  HAVEN  GAMES. 

The  annual  athletic  meet  of  the  Intercol- 
legiate Athletic  association  held  in  New 
York  last  Saturday  was  won  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania.  The  other  universi- 
ties and  colleges  that  scored,  together  with^ 
the  points  obtained  by  each,  are  as  follows^^ 
Pennsylvania  39,  Princeton  25,  Yale  20  1-2, 
Harvard  14,  Syracuse  10,  California  8,  Wil- 
liams 6,  Cornell  7  1-2,  Brown  3,  New  York 
University  5,  Columbia  2,  Bowdoin  1,  and 
Georgetown  2.  The  victory  of  Pennsylvania 
was  due  mainly  to  the  magnificent  work  of 
her  star  athlete  Kraenzlein,  who  secured 
three  firsts  and  one  second,  easily  winning 
the  hundred  and  both  hurdles,  and,  though 
not  competing  in  the  finals  in  the  broad 
jump,  obtaining  second  place  through  the 
record  made  the  preceding  day  in  the  pre- 
liminaries. This  is  the  first  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  association  that  any  contestant 
has  won  three  events  and  taken  a  place  in 
another.  The  record  for  the  two  mile  was 
broken  by  Alex  Grant  of  Pennsylvania  who 
won  the  event  in  9  minutes  and  51  3-5  sec- 
onds. Bray  and  Potter  of  Williams  got  sec- 
ond places  in  the  mile  run  and  120  yards 
hurdles  respectively.

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TRICOLLEGIATE  MEET. 

Williams  won  the  second  annual  meet  of 
the  new  Tricollegiate  league  yesterday  after- 
noon on  Pratt  Field.  Amherst  obtained 
second  place,  easily  defeating  Wesleyan  and 
coming  within  fifteen  points  of  Williams. 
The  day  was  warm  and  sultry,  but  the  track 
was  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  time 
made  was  in  every  case  very  fast.  Out  of 
the  fifteen  events  the  records  of  last  year 
were  broken  in  twelve  cases,  and  the  record 
equalled  in  the  hundred-yard  dash.  The 
particular  star  of  the  day  was  Captain  John 
Bray  of  Williams,  who  easily  won  first  in  the 
half-mile,  mile  and  two-mile  runs.  Captain 
Billington  ,of  Wesleyan  won  first  place  in 
the  100  and  220-yard  dashes.  The  surprise 
of  the  day  was  the  defeat  of  Potter  of  Wil- 
liams in  the  120-yard  hurdles  by  Wilson  of 
Amherst,  who  beat  him  out  at  the  very  fin- 
ish in  a  pretty  race.  Park  of  Amherst  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  winning  first  place  in 
the  discus,  and  second  places  in  the  hammer 
and  shot.  In  fact,  in  each  of  the  above 
events  he  broke  the  record  of  last  year,  and 
in  the  last  two  was  a  very  close  second  to 
the  winner.  Hawley  in  the  mile  and  two 
mile  pushed  Bray  hard  for  first  place,  while 
Phillips  in  the  pole  vault  not  only  broke  the 
Tricollegiate  record,  but  came  within  an 
inch  of  the  college  record  of  10  feet  6  inches. 
Franklin  and  Greene  did  well  in  the  100  and 
440-yard  dashes,  and  in  the  220-yard  dash 
respectively.  The  bicycle  race  was  very 
fast,  and  Wells  of  Williams  barely  won  first 
place  from  Dudley  of  Amherst  by  a  quick 
sprint  at  the  finish.  As  a  whole  the  work  of 
the  Amherst  team  was  a  very  pleasing  sur- 
prise to  the  College,  and  too  much  credit 
cannot  be  given  to  the  men  who  worked  so 
faithfully  and  put  up  such  a  plucky  fight 
against  the  strong  Williams  team.  In  the 
absence  of  sure  point  winners  such  as  were 
possessed  by  both  Williams  and  Wesleyan, 
the  Amherst  team  showed  up  remarkably 
well,  and  while  the  majority  of  firsts  went  to 
our  opponents,  we  won  a  large  majority  of 
the  seconds  and  thirds.  The  meet  was 
fairly  well  attended,  about  six  hundred  being 
present.  The  officials  of  the  meet  were  as 
follows  :  Referee,  H.  A.  Adams,  W.  A.  C;

100-Yard  Dash. 

Four  men  qualified  in  the  100-yard  dash, 
Franklin  of  Amherst,  Billington  of  Wesleyan 
and  Rooney  of  Williams  by  winning  their 
preliminary  heats,  and  Foster  of  Amherst  by 
winning  the  heat  for  second  men.  In  the 
finals  Billington  of  Wesleyan  won  by  about  a 
yard,  with  Franklin  and  Rooney  a  close  sec- 
ond and  third  respectively. 

120- Yard  Hurdles. 

Wilson  of  Amherst  and  Potter  of  Williams 
won  their  preliminary  heats  in  the  high  hur- 
dles while  Putney  of  Williams  and  Ells  of 
Amherst  qualified  as  second  men.  In  the 
finals  Wilson  and  Potter  ran  a  neck  and  neck 
race  as  far  as  the  last  hurdle,  where  Wilson 
forged  ahead  and  won  the  race  by  a  foot. 
Putney  of  Williams  was  a  close  third. 
440-Yard  Dash. 

A  large  number  of  men  were  entered  in 
this  race  and  Amherst  was  rather  unfortunate 
in  her  allotment  of  positions.  Franklin  drew 
the  outside  place  and  Ford  received  that 
next  to  him.  Park  of  Williams  was  second 
the  pole.  The  race  from  the  start  was  from 
a  very  hot  one,  but  Park  forged  ahead  in  the 
last  hundred  yards  and  won  the  race  handily. 
Franklin  of  Amherst  was  cornered  in  the 
early  part  of  the  race  but  broke  out  and  fin- 
ished a  close  second.  Ford  of  Amherst  and 
Parker  of  Wesleyan  were  tied  for  third  place, 
Parker  falling  at  the  tape  but  being  carried 
across  the  line  by  the  impetus  of  the  fall  in 
time  to  be  tied  with  Ford. 

880- Yard  Run. 

This  race  was  run  in  record  time  and 
Bray  of  Williams  had  no  trouble  in  winning 
first  place.  Captain  Klaer  of  Amherst  was  a 
good  second,  while  Wiggins  of  Amherst 
finished  third.  The  pacing  of  Carnell,  who 
dropped  out  after  the  first  lap,  waslargely 
instrumental  to  the  fast  time  made  in  the 
race. 

Mile  Run. 
This  was  one  of  the  fastest  events  of  the 
afternoon,  and  though  Bray  captured  first 
place  he  was  hard  pressed  by  Hawley  of 
Amherst,  who  led  up  to  the  last  forty  yards, 
where  he  was  passed  by  Bray  in  a  wonderful 
exhibition  of  reserve  force  shown  by  the 
latter.  Carey  of  Wesleyan,  who  had  set  the 
pace  for  the  last  half  mile,  finished  in  third 


place  far  behind  the  leaders.  The  record 
in  this  event  made  last  year  by  Bray  was 
lowered  from  4  min.,  40  3-5  sec.  to  4  min., 
30  1-5  sec. 

Two-Mile  Bicycle. 

Amherst  had  three  men  entered  in  this 
event,  and  all  drew  poor  positions  for  the 
start.  Lovell  of  Amherst  at  once  set  the 
pace  but  after  the  fifth  lap  dropped  out. 
Lum  of  Amherst  rode  well  until  nearly  the 
end  of  the  race  when,  in  trying  to  get  out  of 
a  box  he  rode  off  the  track,  but  he  imme- 
diately took  up  the  pace  again  and  finished  a 
close  fourth.  Dudley  of  Amherst  led  the 
bunch  up  to  the  finish  where  Wells  of  Wil- 
liams passed  him  in  a  fast  sprint.  Ward  of 
Williams  won  third  place. 

220- Yard  Dash. 

Park  of  Williams  and  Billington  and 
Lacey  of  Wesleyan  won  their  trial  heats  in 
the  220-yard  dash,  while  Greene  of  Amherst 
qualified  for  the  finals  by  being  second  in 
the  fastest  heat.  In  the  finals  Billington 
won  first  place  by  some  very  fast  running, 
while  Greene  beat  Park  out  for  second  place 
in  the  finest  kind  of  a  spurt  at  the  finish. 
This  was  the  only  event  of  the  afternoon  in 
which  the  time  was  considerably  slower  than 
that  of  last  year. 

Two-Mile  Run. 

Twelve  men  took  their  places  for  the  two- 
mile  run,  but  the  race  soon  settled  down  to  a 
contest  for  first  between  Bray  and  Hawley. 
Allen  of  Amherst  took  the  pace  at  the  end 
of  the  first  mile  and  was  closely  followed  by 
Hawley  with  Bray  a  short  distance  behind. 
These  relative  distances  were  kept  up  to  the 
last  lap,  when  Bray  sprinted  ahead  and  won 
the  race  by  about  four  yards.  Hawley  got 
second  and  Meeker  of  Wesleyan  won  third 
place. 

220- Yard  Hurdles. 
Wilson  of  Amherst  and  Seaver  of  Williams 
won  their  preliminary  heats  in  the  low  hur- 
dles, with  Blanchard  of  Amherst  and  Potter 
of  Williams  as  second  men.  In  the  finals 
both  Potter  and  Seaver  outran  their  oppo- 
nents and  tied  for  first  place,  while  Blanchard 
passed  Wilson  at  the  tape  and  thus  obtained 
third  position. 

Pole  Vault. 
The  pole  vault  resulted  in  rather  an  unex- 
pected victory  for  Amherst  through,  the  fine 
work  of  Phillips.  At  10  feet  3  1-2  inches 
there  were  four  men  left  in  the  contest,  Phil- 
lips of  Amherst,  Cline  and  S.  A.  Dodds  of 
Wesleyan  and  Howe  of  Williams.  The 
rod  was  put  up  to  10  ft.,  5  inches,  and  after 
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two  trials  Phillips  successfully  vaulted  it, 
while  the  other  three  failed  to  do  so.  This 
gave  first  place  to  Phillips  and  left  the  other 
two  places  to  be  divided  among  the  other 
three  contestants. 

Shot  Put. 

This  event  resulted  in  a  victory  for  John- 
son of  Williams,  who  made  a  put  of  forty 
feet,  while  Park,  who  also  broke  the  record, 
could  go  only  38  feet,  10  inches.  Wood  of 
Williams  won  third  place. 

Running  High  Jump. 

This  was  the  only  event  of  the  afternoon 
in  which  Amherst  was  blanked.  Blackmer 
of  Williams  broke  the  record  with  a  jump  of 
5  feet,  9  1-2  inches,  with  Chne  of  Wesleyan 
second,  and  S.  A.  Dodds  of  Wesleyan  and 
Shayne  of  Williams  tied  for  third. 

Hammer-Throw. 

In  this  event  Cullinan  of  Williams  made 
one  long  throw  of  115  feet  8  1-2  inches, 
thus  beating  all  former  records.  Park  of 
Amherst  came  second  with  103  feet,  7  1-2 
inches,  while  Towne  of  Williams  secured 
third  with  a  throw  of  102  feet,  5  inches. 
Each  of  these  throws  was  far  ahead  of  last 
year's  record. 

Broad  Jump. 
This  event  was  well  contested  and  another 
record  breaker.  Three  men,  Cline  of  Wes- 
leyan, Foster  of  Amherst  and  Blackmer  of 
Williams,  qualified  for  the  finals.  Cline 
made  a  jump  of  21  feet,  10  inches,  and  the 
best  Foster  could  do  was  2 1  feet.  Blackmer 
came  third  with  20  feet,  6  1-2  inches  to  his 
credit. 

Discus  Throw. 
Park  of  Amherst  easily  won  the  discus, 
beating  the  record  made  last  year  by  3  feet, 
10  inches.  Anderson  of  Williams  secured 
second  place  and  S.  A.  Dodds  of  Wesleyan 
third.

ADMISSION. 

The  four-years  curriculum  of  the  Classical  Course  leads  to  the 
dVgree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Candidates  for  the  Freshman 
class  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  correspondingly 
older  for  advanced  standing.  Prescribed  subjects  for  exami- 
nation include  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Ancient  History,  and 
English. 

The  four-years  curriculum  of  the  Scientific  Course  leads  to 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Prescribed  subjects  for 
examination  are  as  above,  omitting  Greek  and  adding  Modern 
Languages,  History  of  England  and  of  the  United  States,  and 
Chemistry  or  Physics. 

Preliminary  examinations  are  allowed  for  admission  to  either 
of  the  above  courses. 

Graduates  of  certain  preparatory  schools  are  admitted  on 
certificate,  without  examination.  The  certificates  and  pass- 
cards  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York  are  also  accepted  in  place  of  examinations. 

Porter  Admission  Prize  of  $50  for  best  examination  for 
admission  to  the  Freshman  class. 

For  admission  to  advanced  standing,  full  equivalents  are 
accepted. 

Regular  entrance  examinations  at  Amherst,  June  21st  and 
^2od,  1900,  and  simultaneously  at  preparatory  schools  by 
^quest. 


GENERAL.  INFORMATION. 

Graded  Diplomas,  B.  A.  and  B.  S.,  are  awarded  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  foregoing  courses.  Special  courses,  not  leading 
to  a  degree,  may  be  taken. 

The  academic  year  is  36  weeks  in  duration,  divided  into 
three  terms.  The  summer  vacation  of  12  weeks  begins  with 
the  last  week  in  June.    Commencement,  June  27,  1900. 

Tuition  fee,  $110  yearly.  Privileges  of  the  Pratt  Gymnasium 
free  to  all  students. 

The  annual  award  of  fellowships  and  prizes  exceeds  $3,000. 

The  beneficiary  funds  of  the  College  exceed  $240,000. 
Students  needing  assistance  may  receive  it  from  the  income 
of  these  funds. 

The  collections  for  instruction  in  Art  and  the  Natural 
Sciences  are  unusually  good.

BASEBALL. 

Lehigh,  8  ;  Amherst,  6. 
Amherst  was  defeated  by  the  Lehigh  uni- 
versity team  on  Pratt  Field,  Saturday,  in  a 
ragged  and  uninteresting  game,  the  final 
score  being  8  to  6.  Lehigh  won  by  oppor- 
tune hitting,  while  Sellars  kept  his  oppo- 
nents' hits  well  scattered.  The  fielding  of 
the  Amherst  team  was  more  even,  as  in  the 
ninth  Lehigh  went  entirely  to  pieces,  making 
four  inexcusable  errors  in  quick  succession. 
Janes'  phenomenal  catch  of  Tinker's  high 
drive,  capturing  the  ball  with  one  hand,  was 
the  only  feature  of  the  game.  For  Lehigh, 
Janes  led  at  the  bat  with  a  triple  and  a  sin- 
gle. Barton  made  a  two  bagger.  Lilley 
and  Pomeroy  played  the  best  fielding  game. 
For  Amherst,  Thompson, Priddy,  and  Favour 
played  well.  Hawley  led  the  batting  with 
two  hits  to  his  credit. 

Pomeroy  went  first  to  bat  for  Lehigh  and 
drew  a  base  on  balls.  Favour's  error  ad- 
vanced Pomeroy  and  allowed  Hollingsworth 
to  reach  first.  Janes  was  out  by  Tinker's 
assist.  Lilley's  grounder  went  through  Couch 
and  Pomeroy  and  Hollingsworth  scored,  while 

^fcLilley  went  to  third  and  scored  on  Bar- 
ton's single.  Alder  flied  out  to  Field  and 
Parsons  was  out  by  Thompson's  assist.  But 
four  Amherst  men  came  to  bat.  Kent  was 
out  by  Parson's  assist.  Thompson  singled 
and  was  forced  out  at  second  by  Couch. 
Tinker  flied  out  to  Bohannom.  Lehigh  went 
out  in  order,  Bohannom  on  a  fly  to  Field, 
Sellars  on  a  fly  to  Hawley  and  Pomeroy  on 
Tinker's  assist.  Field  flied  out  to  Bohan- 
nom, Hawley  singled  and  was  forced  out  at 
second  by  Priddy.  Favour  flied  out  to  Bar- 
ton. One  Lehigh  man  crossed  the  plate  in 
the  third.  Hollingsworth  was  out  on  a  foul 
fly  to  Priddy.  Janes  knocked  a  three  bag- 
ger and  Lilley  was  thrown  out  at  first  by  Kent. 
Barton  hit  for  two  bases,  scoring  Janes,  but 
was  later  put  out  at  third.  Amherst  was 
again  whitewashed.  Lehigh  scored  twice  in 
the  fourth.  Alder  singled,  stole  second, 
reached  third  on  Tinker's  error  and  scored 
on  Parson's  hit  through  Kent.  Bohannom 
flied  out  to  Thompson  and  Sellars  to  Favour. 
Pomeroy  singled  and  Parsons,  who  had  pre- 
viously stolen  second  came  home.  Pomeroy 
tried  to  reach  third  but  was  thrown  out  by 
Priddy.  For  Amherst,  Tinker  and  Field 
went  out  on  Hollingsworth's  assists,  Hawley 

*^^ingled  and  Priddy  was  retired  by  Sellars' 
assist.  In  the  fifth,  four  men  came  to  bat 
for  both  sides,  but  no  scoring  was  done. 


Two  hits  and  a  base  on  balls  netted  Lehigh 
another  run  in  the  sixth.  Alder  singled, 
stole  second  and  scored  on  Parson's  single. 
Parsons  stole  second,  Bohannom  was  out  by 
Field's  assist  and  Sellars  drew  a  base  on 
balls,  but  was  later  forced  out  at  second  by 
Pomeroy's  hit.  Hollingsworth  flied  out  to 
Favour. 

Amherst's  first  scores  came  in  her  half  of 
this  inning,  when  two  men  crossed  the  plate. 
Couch  and  Tinker  drew  bases  on  balls  and 
were  advanced  by  Field,  who  was  thrown 
out  at  first  by  Hollingsworth.  Hawley  struck 
out.  Priddy's  single  scored  Couch  and 
Tinker,  but  Favour  was  out  on  a  fly  to  Al- 
der. Lehigh  scored  again  in  the  seventh. 
Janes  singled,  reached  second  on  Field's  er- 
ror and  was  caught  trying  to  reach  third  on 
Lilley's  hit  to  Kent.  Brearley's  error  ad- 
vanced Lilley  and  landed  Barton  on  first. 
Alder  flied  out  to  Couch  and  Parson's  sin- 
gle brought  Lilley  across  the  plate.  Parsons 
stole  second  and  Bohannom  flied  out  to 
Brearley.  No  more  scoring  was  done  by 
Lehigh  during  the  game.  For  Amherst 
Field  and  Hawley  flied  out  to  Bohannom 
and  Janes  respectively.  Alder's  error  and 
Favour's  single  sent  Priddy  to  third.  He 
came  home  on  Hollingsworth's  error  of 
Brearley's  hit.  Brearley  was  caught  trying 
to  steal  second.  Lehigh  weakened  in  the 
ninth  and  Amherst  gathered  in  three  more 
runs,  but  could  not  pull  out  the  game.  Kent 
went  to  first  on  Pomeroy's  error,  stole  sec- 
ond, reached  third  on  Hollingsworth's  error 
of  Thompson's  hit  and  scored  on  Bohan- 
nom's  error.  Thompson  scored  later  on 
a  pass  ball.  Couch,  who  had  reached 
first  on  an  option,  was  forced  out  at  second 
by  Tinker's  hit  to  Hollingsworth.  Tinker 
went  to  second  on  Hollingsworth's  assist  of 
Field's  grounder  and  came  home  on  Pom- 
eroy's error  of  Hawley's  hit.  Priddy  was 
retired  by  Parson's  assist  and  the  game  was 
over.

Wesleyan,  10;  Amherst,  2. 
Amherst  was  easily  defeated  in  the  third 
game  with  Wesleyan,  at  Middletown,  last 
Wednesday.  Rushmore  pitched  a  good 
game  but  was  not  supported,  the  team 
making  seven  errors,  of  which  Field  made 
three.  Thompson's  playing  was  good.  For 
Wesleyan  MacNaughten  and  Terrell  played 
the  best  game.  Wilder  was  steady  at  criti- 
cal moments  but  allowed  seven  bases  on 
balls.  Amherst  made  but  two  hits  off  his 
delivery. 

MacNaughten  went  to  the  bat  for  Wes- 
leyan, reached  first  and  got  to  second  on 
Thompson's  error.  Field's  error  landed  him 
on  third.  Terrell  flied  out  to  Hawley  and 
MacNaughten  scored.  Anderson  received  a 
base  on  balls,  stole  second  and  reached 
third,  while  Havey  was  out  at  first.  Gar- 
man  was  out  on  a  fly  to  Kent.  Kent  got 
to  first  on  a  base  on  balls.  Thompson  flied 
out  to  Tirrell.  Couch  reached  first  on  an 
option  and  Kent  was  out  at  second.  Tinker 
reached  first  in  the  same  way  and  Couch 
was  out. 

The  second  inning  was  a  bad  one  for  Am- 
herst. Tirrell  reached  first  on  Field's  error, 
and  Wilder  on  Rushmore's.

Wesleyan  was  out  in  order  in  the  fourth.

Hawley  reached  first  on  an  option  and 
Tinker  was  out  at  third.  Priddy  did  the  same 
and  Hawley  was  out  at  second.  In  the  fifth 
Wesleyan  was  out  in  order  again.  Favour 
was  out.  Rushmore  singled,  Kent  walked, 
Thompson  flied  out  to  Anderson,  Rushmore 
and  Kent  scored  on  a  wild  pitch  and  Couch 
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was  out  at  first.  In  the  sixth.  Wesleyan  was 
out  in  order,  Inglis  striking  out,  Cornwall  and 
MacNaughten  flying  out  to  Kent.  Tinker 
reached  first  on  Wilder's  error.  Field  and 
Hawley  struck  out.  Priddy  was  out  at  first.

As  a  result  of 
the  meets  Foster  is  also  College  Athlete  for 
1900  and  is  consequently  the  recipient  of  the 
Pope  bicycle.  Blanchard,  1 902,  was  second 
with  a  total  of  61  points. 


TENNIS  CHAMPIONSHIP. 

During  the  week  the  results  of  the  prelim- 
inary games  in  the  tennis  tournament  were  as 
follows:  Ward  won  from  Miller  6-4,  6-0  ; 
Flichtner  from  Williams  6-3,  3-6,  6-0; 
Plimpton  from  Higginbottom  by  default; 
Chambers  from  Cleeland  6-0,  8-6  ;  Flicht- 
ner defeated  Ward  and  Plimpton  defeated 
Chambers  6-0,  6-3,  thus  leaving  the  semi- 
finals to  be  played  off  between  Flichtner 
and  Plimpton,  in  which  Plimpton  won  from 
Flichtner  6-0,  6-3.  The  finals  were  played 
off  between  Crapo,1900,  and  Plimpton,  1902, 
Thursday  morning  in  which  Crapo  defeated 
Plimpton  the  first  two  sets  6-3,  6-1,  and 
Plimpton  won  the  last  three  sets  6-0,  6-2,6-4 
and  thus  making  the  latter  college  champion. 
He  will  represent  Amherst  in  the  singles  and 
will  choose  his  partner  to  represent  Amherst 
in  the  doubles  of  the  Williams  and  Wesleyan 
tournaments  which  will  be  played  off  within 
a  couple  of  weeks. 


TRACK  TEAM  CAPTAIN. 

Last  Saturday  evening  at  a  meeting  of  the 
athletic  team  Eugene  S.  Wilson,  1902,  of 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  was  elected  captain  for 
next  year.    Wilson  is  twenty-one  years  old 


and  prepared  for  college  at  Adelphi  Acad- 
emy, Brooklyn,  where  he  was  president  of 
his  class  and  a  member  of  the  basketball  and 
baseball  teams.  Before  coming  to  college 
he  took  no  active  part  in  track  athletics. 
Last  year  he  won  his  "  A  "  in  the  Tricollegi- 
ate  Meet,  and  this  year  established  a  record 
of  16  1-5  seconds  in  the  high  hurdles,  defeat- 
ing Paul  Potter  of  Williams.

C.  Goddard  of  Worcester,  C.  L.  Gomph,  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  R.  L.  Crant  of  Westfield, 
T.  S.  Lee  of  Springfield,  C.  B.  MacDuffee 
of  Charleston  Four  Corners.  N.  Y.,  and  T. 
V.Parker  of  Brooklyn.  H.  C.  Goddard  has 
resigned  from  the  eight.  E.  A.  Jones  of 
Brockton  has  been  chosen  in  his  place. 


SENIOR  CLASS  BOOK. 

The  senior  class  book  which  is  to  be  pub- 
lished under  the  direction  of  Van  Norman  of 
Springfield  is  now  in  the  press  and  is  expected 
to  appear  on  June  18.  It  will  be  bound  in 
black  Russia-Morocco,  with  gold  seal  and 
lettering  and  gilt  edges,  very  similar  to  last 
year's  book,  and  will  contain  pictures  of  the 
class  and  its  former  members,  the  different 
college  organizations,  the  class  teams,  the 
fraternity  houses  and  the  statistics  of  the 
class.  The  Heliotype  process  will  be  used 
for  the  reproduction  of  the  groups  and  indi- 
vidual pictures. 
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CAMPAIGN  RESOLUTIONS. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  representatives 
from  the  eleven  fraternities  in  College  the 
following  resolutions  governing  the  campaign 
for  the  season  of  1900  were  drawn  up,  and 
have  since  been  ratified  by  the  fraternities : 

The  undersigned,  representatives  of  the  eleven 
fraternities  in  Amherst  College,  recognizing  that 
there  have  been  noticeable  defects  in  our  cam- 
paigning system  in  the  past,  do  hereby  agree  to 
carry  on  the  campaign  of  1900  in  an  open,  frank 
and  gentlemanly  manner,  in  an  earnest  effort  to 
maintain  a  higher  standard  of  inter-fraternity 
relations.    In  the  furtherance  of  our  desires  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  make  no  appointments  with  pro- 
spective'members  of  Amherst  College  before 
they  leave  trains  upon  their  arrival  in 
Amherst,  or  before  they  get  off  electric  cars 
at  the  Amherst  terminal. 

Resolved,  That  we  countenance  no  ungentlemanly 
conduct  in  meeting  new  men  on  their  arri- 
val ;  and  that  we  put  no  hindrance  in  the 
way  of  all  men  having  a  chance  to  make 
appointments  with  all  fraternities. 

Resolved,  That  no  more  than  three  representatives 
of  any  fraternity  shall  be  present  at  any  train 
arrival,  nor  more  than  two  at  the  electric 
car  terminal,  for  the  purpose  of  making 
appointments  with  incoming  freshmen. 

Resolved,  That  we  observe  the  strictest  punctuality 
in  regard  to  appointments  made  by  other 
fraternities  with  new  men. 

Resolved,  That  by  no  statement,  allusion  or  gesture 
we  cast  any  slur  upon  the  members,  the 
spirit  or  the  position  of  any  other  fraternity. 
Resolved,  That  we  make  no  statements  to  new  men 
regarding  the  number  usually  pledged  by 
other  fraternities  or  in  any  way  give  the 
impression  that  the  delegation  of  any  other 
fraternity  is  full. 
Resolved,  That  any  fraternity  has  the  right  to  ask  a 
new  man  to  promise  that  he  will  pledge 
nowhere    else     without     first  personally 
informing     the     fraternity     holding  the 
promise,  of  his  intention  to  pledge  else- 
where ;   and    that    this    promise  consti- 
tutes a  pledge-off.    And  further,  that  we 
agree  not  to  violate  the  pledge-offs  of  any 
other  fraternity,  nor  in  any  way  to  weaken 
the  conditions  above  mentioned. 
Resolved,  That  we  furnish  no  transportation,  except 
by  electric  car,   for  new   men  between 
appointments  or  to  and  from  stations,  except 
when  the  weather  makes  it  necessary. 
Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  one  man 
from  each  fraternity,  be  appointed  to  hear 
and  pass  upon  any  reported  infraction  of 
the  foregoing  rules.    That  when  a  case  is  in 
hearing,  the  fraternity  charged   with  the 
infraction  and  the  fraternity  preferring  the 
charge  shall  each  be  given  a  full  and  impar- 
tial hearing.     That  when  the  committee 
passes  upon  the  evidence, the  representatives 
of  the  fraternity  charged  and  the  accusing 
fraternity  be  excluded  from  the  session. 
That  the  committee,  having  decided  upon 
the  guilt  of  any  fraternity  by  a  two-thirds 


vote,  have  the  power  to  censure  publicly  the 
offending  fraternity. 
Resolved,  that  each  of  the  fraternities  represented 
by  the  undersigned,  agrees  to  abide  by  these 
resolutions.

MAS£  MEETING. 

At  a  mass  meeting  of  the  College  held  in 
the  Chapel  Thursday  afternoon,  Captain 
Thompson  of  the  baseball  team  was  removed 
from  the  captaincy  on  the  charge  of  break- 
ing training.  Remarks  were  made  by  vari- 
ous members  of  the  College,  by  several  men 
on  the  team  and  by  the  coach.  The 
removal  required  a  three-fourths  vote  of 
those  present.  At  this  meeting  it  was  also 
voted  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed, 
three  seniors  and  two  juniors,  by  the  cnair- 
man  of  the  meeting  to  determine  upon  the 
province  of  the  coach  and  captain  of  the 
baseball  team  and  also  to  determine  what 
action  is  to  be  taken  in  the  future  in  regard 
to  men  on  any  of  the  teams  who  openly 
refuse  to  conform  to  the  rules  of  training. 

AMHERST  LUNCH  CLUB. 

The  last  monthly  meeting  of  the  Lunch 
club  before  the  adjournment  for  the  summer, 
was  held  at  the  Exchange  Club,  Boston, 
Monday,  June  4.  The  meeting  was  an 
interesting  one  owing  to  the  presence  of  W. 
D.  Ballentine,  1901,  as  the  guest  of  the 
occasion.  He  gave  an  entertaining  talk  on 
the  College  from  an  undergraduate  point  of 
view  and  by  reason  of  his  presence  the  bond 
between  the  alumni  and  undergraduates  has 
been  materially  strengthened. 

Speeches  were  also  made  by  J.  E.  Oldham, 
president  of  the  Alumni  Athletic  association 
and  W.  H.  Lewis  chairman  of  the 
Foot-ball  committee  of  this  association,  on 
the  work  which  is  being  done  by  the  com- 
mute toward  the  advancement  of  the  ath- 
letics of  the  College.  Much  interest  was 
aroused  in  what  the  committee  in  conjunction 
with  the  undergraduates,  is  trying  to  bring 
about,  that  is,  better  athletics  at  Amherst. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed 
unanimously  by  the  members  present  : 

Resolved:  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the 
graduates    of  Amherst    assembled  at  the 


Lunch  Club  this  day,  that  it  is  in  every  way 
desirable  that  Mr.  W.  M.  Howland  of 
Chicago  of  the  class  of  1863,  who  is  a 
candidate  for  re-election  as  Trustee  of  the 
College  should  be  retained  in  that  office  and 
that  we  heartily  endorse  the  recent  action  of 
the  Chicago  Amherst  club  in  recommending 
that  the  alumni  support  Mr.  Howland  in  the 
vacancy  soon  to  be  filled. 

The  meetings  of  the  Lunch  Club  through- 
out the  season  from  October  to  June,  have 
b'een  well  attended  and  interesting.  The 
guests  have  included  the  President  of  the 
College,  representatives  of  the  faculty  and  the 
undergraduate  body  and  others.  Discussions 
on  matters  pertaining  to  the  college  have 
been  held  and  the  result  of  the  same  has 
been  benificial  to  the  college  as  well  as  to 
the  members  themselves.  The  average 
attendance  has  been  over  twenty.  The 
meetings  will  be  resumed  the  first  Monday 
in  October  and  will  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  each  succeeding  month  up  to  and  including 
June,  at  the  Exchange  Club  at  one  o'clock, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  meetings  will  be  as 
interesting  and  well  attended  next  year  as 
they  have  been  during  the  past  season.  Any 
alumnus  of  the  college  who  happens  to  be  in 
Boston  on  the  date  of  the  meeting,  is  cordi- 
ally invited.  As  a  result  of  the.  meeting  W. 
H.  Lewis,  chairman  of  the  football  commit- 
tee, together  with  Mr.  Swain  and  Mr.  War- 
ren, football  coaches  for  next  year,  will  visit 
Amherst  during  the  coming  week  and  meet 
all  candidates  for  the  football  team  and  out- 
line plans  for  summer  training.

CURRICULUM  ANNOUNCEMENTS. 

About  the  middle  of  next  week  the  printed 
prospectus  of  studies  for  next  year  will  ap- 
pear. This  prospectus  will  be  used  by  the 
students  in  their  choice  of  electives,  and  all 
electives  must  be  in  before  the  close  of  the 
term.  Students  will  elect  their  full  sets  of 
courses  at  this  time,  not  only  for  the  follow- 
ing term,  but  for  the  three  terms  of  the  year. 
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With  the  recent  distribution  of  printed 
copies  of  eight  Amherst  songs,  there  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  everyone  in  College 
to  know  their  words  thoroughly.  There  is 
probably  no  one  in  College  not  more  or  less 
familiar  with  these  songs,  but  we  doubt  if 
there  are  many  who  can  repeat  their  words 
entirely  and  correctly.  To  good  college 
singing  agreement  in  the  words  of  a  song  is 
of  course  necessary,  and  it  is  therefore  hoped 
that  every  undergraduate  will  become  per- 
fectly familiar  with  the  printed  copy  in  his 
possession. 

The  arrangements  for  Commencement 
are  practically  made  and  there  is  every  indi- 
cation that  the  occasion  will  be  most  suc- 
cessful and  enjoyable.  We  wish  to  urge 
every  one  who  can  possibly  do  so  to  remain 
in  Amherst  during  Commencement  week. 
Scarcely  a  man  can  afford  to  miss  the  pleas- 
ure and  profit  derived  from  the  exercises. 
It  is  the  most  important  week  of  the  year  for 
the  College  and  the  time  when  Amherst 
loyalty  is  at  its  height.  These  three  or  four 
days  can  hardly  be  spent  to  more  advantage 
than  by  staying  in  Amherst  for  Commence- 
ment and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be 
a  large  attendance  of  undergraduates  at  the 
exercises  this  year. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  alumni,  held 
in  Boston,  it  was  decided  to  take  active 


measures  to  ascertain  and  remedy  the  causes 
for  the  low  ebb  in  athletics,  now  prevailing  at 
Amherst.  As  a  result  of  this  decision  the 
football  coaches  are  to  visit  the  College  next 
week  to  talk  over  athletics  in  general  and 
football  in  particular.  They  are  desirous  of 
seeing  all  who  intend  to  try  for  the  team 
next  fall.  The  alumni  are  taking  an  active 
interest  and  are  doing  everything  in  their 
power  and  it  remains  for  the  undergraduates 
to  respond  by  assisting  them  in  getting  good 
football  men  to  enter  Amherst.  Without 
good  material  there  cannot  be  a  strong  team 
and  the  undergraduates  are  the  ones  to  draw 
the  material.  Something  must  be  done  and 
done  soon  and  with  the  alumni  helping  us  it 
seems  that  it  must  be  possible  for  Amherst 
to  take  a  new  start  in  her  athletics. 


Next  Saturday  the  annual  interscholastic 
athletic  meet  takes  place  on  Pratt  Field. 
From  time  to  time  we  have  commented 
editorially  on  the  advantages  of  turning  this 
day  into  a  preparatory  school  day,  but,  as  no 
action  has  been  taken  by  the  College  as  a 
whole  it  devolves  upon  us  all  to  take  an  indi- 
vidual interest  in  the  matter.  Every  under- 
graduate should  deem  it  his  duty  to  attend 
the  meet  at  least  some  time  during  the  day. 
He  should  aim  especially  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  various  athletes  and 
visitors  from  the  different  schools,  and  try  to 
place  the  college  before  them  in  the  most 
favorable  light.  If  possible  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  entertain  a  large  number  at  the 
fraternity  houses,  not  with  a  view  towards 
''  rushing,"  but  that  the  men  may  be  most 
favorably  impressed  with  Amherst  as  a  col- 
lege. Amherst  enjoys  exceptional  advan- 
tages in  having  this  meet  take  place  on  her 
grounds,  and  she  should  benefit  by  it  more 
than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 


Those  who  witnessed  the  Tricollegiate 
athletic  meet  last  Saturday  were  highly 
pleased  with  the  meet  as  a  whole  and  par- 
ticularly with  the  efforts  made  by  the  Am- 
herst team.  The  respective  scores  tell  only 
part  of  the  story,  as  more  closely  contested 
events  than  those  of  last  Saturday  are  seldom 
seen.  In  all  except  the  long  distance  runs 
our  men  were  quite  equal  to  the  Williams 
team  and  far  ahead  of  Wesleyan's.  Captain 
Bray  of  Williams  who  is  a  phenomenal  run- 
ner won  these  events  without  much  trouble 
though  exceedingly  good  time  was  made  by 
Amherst  in  the  same  events.  The  effects  of 
the  faithful  work  done  by  the  team  during 


the  training  season  were  plainly  evident  from^ 
the  results  of  the  meet.  From  poor  or  at 
least  medium  material  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  was  developed  a  very  creditable 
and  well  seasoned  team.  The  Student 
wishes  to  congratulate  the  captain  and  the 
team  for  their  regular  and  persistent  training 
which  brought  out  the  best  that  was  in  them. 


The  action  taken  by  the  members  of  the 
College  at  the  mass  meeting  Thursday,  re- 
moving the  captain  of  the  baseball  team 
from  his  position,  was  radical,  but  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  case  seemed  to  demand  such 
a  course  of  action.  It  is  needless  here  to 
enter  upon  a  discussion  of  the  causes  which 
led  up  to  the  investigation  by  the  alumni  ath- 
letic committee,  an  investigation  which  re- 
vealed the  fact  that  the  captain  had  not  kept 
strict  training  himself,  nor  had  he  enjoined 
training  on  his  team.  One  of  the  most  es- 
sential requisites  to  the  success  of  any  base- 
ball team  is  discipline,  and  that  discipline 
must  be  enforced  by  the  captain,  who,  if  he 
himself  fails  to  conform  to  the  recognized 
regulations,  must  necessarily  lose  in  a  meas- 
ure, in  the  eyes  of  his  men,  that  moral  stam- 
ina which  any  successful  captain  must  inspire 
in  his  team.  We  regret  exceedingly  that 
such  action  was  necessary,  but  it  is  a  ques- 
tion of  expediency  and  not  of  personal  senti- 
ment. "  The  interest  of  college  athletics  must 
not  be  sacrificed  to  personal  feelings.  We 
cannot  believe  that  our  baseball  team  is  ab- 
solutely incapable  of  playing  better  ball  than 
it  has  done  this  season.  In  their  failure  we 
do  not  place  all  the  blame  on  the  captain, 
but  rather  it  seems  that  there  are  members 
of  the  team  who  are  equally  guilty  in  the 
matter  of  training,  and  upon  them  we  believe 
a  severe  public  censure  should  also  have 
been  passed  by  the  meeting.  The  firm  stand 
taken  by  the  College  in  the  matter  may  pro- 
duce but  few  practical  results  this  year,  but 
it  will  go  on  record  to  show  to  future  captains 
and  teams  that  the  undergraduates  and 
alumni  have  legitimate  demands  which  they 
rightfully  make  upon  the  men  who  represent 
Amherst  on  the  gridiron  or  diamond.and  that 
in  so  far  as  it  lies  in  the  power  of  the  teams 
to  do  so,  they  require  these  demands  to  be 
fulfilled.  One  thing  which  it  seems  should 
be  borne  in  mind,  is  the  fact  that  the  action 
taken  by  the  College  on  Thursday  was  not 
taken  out  of  any  fear  of  the  withdrawal  of 
financial  support  by  any  association  of  the 
alumni,  but  rather  as  the  most  feasible  and 
effective  solution  of  the  existing  baseball 
situation.

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DEATH  OF  DR.  STORRS. 

By  the  death  of  Rev.  Dr.  Richard  S. 
Storrs,  '39,  at  his  home  in  Brooklyn  last 
Tuesday  evening,  Amherst  loses  one  of  her 
most  famous  alumni,  a  world  renowned  ora- 
tor and  a  great  religious  leader.  Few  men 
of  greatness  such  as  his,  are  numbered 
among  Amherst's  graduates.  His  long  and 
useful  career  has  been  been  particularly 
characterized  by  success  in  all  his  under- 
takings, and  by  remarkable  popularity  in  his 
public  and  private  life.    As  a   trustee  of 


RICHARD   SALTER  STORRS. 

Amherst  College  from  1863  until  his  resig- 
nation on  account  of  ill  health  in  1899,  he 
has  served  faithfully,  energetically  and  effici- 
ently, and  has  proved  himself  enthusiastic- 
ally loyal  to  his  Alma  Mater.  Words  can 
hardly  express  a  sufficiently  fitting  tribute  to 
the  grandeur  and  nobility  of  his  character, 
but  a  short  history  of  his  life  will  clearly 
show  what  strength  of  character  the  man 
possessed,  to  have  obtained  such  success. 

Richard  Salter  Storrs  was  born  in  Brain 
tree,  Aug.  21,  1821,  the  third  of  the  name 
in  a  direct  descen*  of  Congregational  minis- 
ters. His  father  and  grandfather  were  both 
notable  preachers,  and  held  long  pastorates. 
Their  ability  to  keep  in  favor  with  the  people 
he  seemed  to  have  inherited.  He  prepared 
for  college  at  Monson  academy,  and,  entering 
Amherst  was  graduated  in  1839,  not  quite 
eighteen  years  of  age.  Uncertain  of  his  life 
work,  at  first  he  chose  to  study  law  and  was 
a  pupil  for  two  years  in  the  office  of  Rufus 
Choate.  Feeling,  however,  that  the  law 
was  not  his  calling,  he  gave  up  this  pursuit 
and  decided  to  study  for  the  ministry.  Ac- 
cordingly in  1841 ,  he  entered  Andover  Theo 
logical  seminary,  and  took  a  four  years 
course.     After  graduation  he  secured  his 


first  pastorate  with  the  Howard  church, 
Brookline,  but  in  November,  1846,  he  was 
called  to  the  newly  established  Church  of 
the  Pilgrims,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  With  the 
energy  and  executive  ability  which  have 
been  marked  qualities  in  his  character  he 
took  hold  of  his  new  work  and  skillfully  led 
his  church  into  stability  and  prosperity.  As 
an  eloquent  preacher  and  a  master  of  Eng- 
lish he  drew  a  large  number  of  hearers  and 
grew  continually  in  the  esteem  and  confi- 
dence of  his  people.  In  1881  his  congre- 
gation recognized  his  faithful  service  by  a 
magnificent  gift  of  $35,000,  and  in  1896  his 
jubilee  was  celebrated  and  he  received  an- 
other gift  of  $5,000: 

Dr.  Storrs  did  not  engage  himself  entirely 
with  church  work.  He  was  associated  in  the 
founding  of  the  Independent  in  1848,  and 
was  one  of  its  editors  until  1861.  For 
speeches  and  addresses  he  was  always  in 
demand,  and  was  the  orator  on  many  great 
occasions.  He  delivered  what  is  said  to 
be  his  greatest  oration  in  Brooklyn  in  1865 
on  the  death  of  Lincoln  at  the  request  of  the 
war  fund  committee.  He  also  gave  a  noted 
oration  at  the  opening  of  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  in  1883.  Dr.  Storrs  was  for  many 
years  president  of  the  Long  Island  Histori 
cal  society  and  also  of  the  American  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Foreign  Missions,  to 
which  he  was  elected  in  1888.  He  was 
entirely  successful  in  his  administration  of 
both  these  offices,  and  in  his  labors  on  the 
missionary  board  he  performed  a  remarkable 
service.  Many  of  his  speeches  to  outgoing 
missionaries  have  been  recently  published 
in  book  form. 

He  has  been  a  prolific  author,  having 
published  some  sixty  books  of  sermons  and 
addresses.    Among  some  of  note  are  the 
following:  "  Report  on  the  Revision  of  the 
English  Version  of  the  Bible,"  "  Graham 
Lectures  on  the  Wisdom,  Power  and  Good 
ness  of  God,  as  manifested  in  the  Constitu 
tion  of  the  Human  Soul,"  "  Preaching  With 
out  Notes,"    "  Life  and  Letters  of  Rev. 
Daniel  Temple,  D.  D.,"  "  The  Early  Amer 
ican  Spirit,"  and  "  The  Epic  Progress  of 
Christianity."    Dr.  Storrs  has  been  honored 
with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from 
Union  college  in  1853,  and  from  Harvard 
in  1859.    The  college  of  New  Jersey  gave 
him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1874 
and  Princeton  did  likewise  in   1877.  He 
was  married  in  1845  to  Miss  Mary  E.  Jenks 
of  Boston.    Their  children,  three  daughters 
survive  them.    Until  last  October  he  was 
in  fairly  good  health  but  at  that  time  he  con 
traded  a  severe  cold,  and  his  health  hence 


forward  so  declined  that  he  was  obliged  to  ^ 
resign  his  pastorate  of  the  Church  of  the 
Pilgrims.  For  a  week  prior  to  the  day  of 
his  death  he  had  been  unable  to  leave  his 
bed.  The  funeral  was  held  yesterday,  and  in 
compliance  with  his  request,  was  of  a  simple 
character.  Rev.  Harry  P.  Dewey,  the  suc- 
cessor to  his  pastorate,  Rev.  Edward  H. 
Byington,'83,  former  pastor  of  Pilgrim  chapel, 
and  Rev.  Albert  J.  Lyman,  Hon.  '91,  con- 
ducted the  services.

INTERCOLLEGIATE. 

The     University   of     Pennsylvania  has 
recently  added  a  two  years'  course  in  com- 
merce, diplomacy  and  international  law.  It 
is  designed  to  fit  the  graduates  for  the  United* 
States  Consular  and  Ambassador  service. 

A  number  of  American  college  men  have 
been  chosen  by  the  authorities  of  the  Paris 
Exposition  to  act  as  guides,  interpreters  and 
guards  at  the  exposition  grounds.  Among 
the  colleges  represented  are  Harvard,  Cor- 
nell, Oberlin,  Chicago  and  Michigan. 

The  senior  class  at  Yale  intends  to  raise 
a  fund  of  $  1 ,500,  the  interest  of  which  is  to 
be  used  to  publish  class  records  as  long  as 
the  class  exists,  after  which  the  fund  goes  to 
the  University.  This  plan  was  successfully 
adopted  by  the  Yale  classes  of  '98  and  '99. 

Plans  for  the  new  bi-centennial  buildings, 
to  be  erected  at  Yale,  are  now  practically 
complete,  and  the  construction  work  will 
begin  very  soon.  The  building  will  contain 
a  large  auditorium  and  dining  hall.  The 
plans  are  also  ready  for  the  new  Fayerweather 
dormitory.

Pres- 
ident Washburn  knows  the  near  Eastern 
question  as  no  other  English-speaking  man 
does,  and  to  him  English  and  American 
diplomats  in  Constantinople  go  for  wisdom 
that  much  improves  their  reputations  as 
diplomats.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Brooklyn  Congregational  club,  President 
Washburn  spoke  with  confidence  of  the  con- 
summation of  an  understanding  between 
Germany  and  Russia  respecting  their  future 
respective  spheres  of  influence  in  Asiatic 
Turkey,  and  of  the  sultan's  enforced  acquies- 
cence in  their  compact,  a  compact  that 
sooner  or  later  must  lead  to  the  transforma- 
tion and  absorption  of  the  empire,  a  trans- 
formation far  more  likely  to  be  effected  by 
the  locomotive  than  by  the  sword,  by  the 
industrious  German  wheat-grower  and  vine- 
dresser rather  than  by  the  German  military 
machine.

Amherst  defeated  Dartmouth  in  a  close 
and  hard  fought  game  on  Pratt  Field,  Satur- 
day. Both  teams  played  elegant  ball  but 
Amherst  was  stronger  at  the  bat.  The  work 
of  the  home  team  was  first  class,  both  as  a 
team  and  individually.  They  played  con- 
sistently and  showed  no  tendency  of  "going 
up  in  the  air,"  as  has  been  too  often  the  case 
this  season.  Rushmore  pitched  a  magnificent 
game,  allowing  but  three  scattered  hits,  and 
striking  out  nine  men.  He  fielded  his 
position  in  fine  shape.  Kent  and  Field  also 
played  well.  Hawley  led  the  batting  with  two 
hits  to  his  credit.  Priddy  knocked  a  two 
bagger.  Varney,  who  was  in  the  box  for 
Dartmouth.pitched  a  good  game,  but  his  con- 
trol of  the  ball  was  a  trifle  poor.

Varney  on  a  grounder  to 
Favour,  French  on  a  strike  out  and  McCarten 
being  caught  trying  to  steal  second  after  he 
had  reached  first  on  Thompson's  error.

Favour  singled,  scoring 
Tinker,  and  Field  was  caught  between  third 
and  home.  He  was  blocked  by  Brown  in 
trying  to  reach  the  plate  and  the  umpire 


declared  him  safe.  Rushmore  flied  out  to 
Varney.  Kent's  single  scored  Hawley  but 
Favour  was  caught  at  the  plate. 

Dartmouth  made  her  only  other  score  in 
the  fifth.  Abbott  walked,  was  sacrificed  to 
second  by  Wentworth,  went  to  third  on  a 
passed  ball  and  scored  on  Priddy's  error.

Dartmouth  defeated  Amherst  at  Hanover 
last  Wednesday.  The  first  two  innings  were 
loosely  played  but  the  remainder  of  the  game 
was  closely  contested.  Dartmouth  won  the 
game  by  better  work  at  the  bat  securing 
twelve  hits  off  Rushmore's  delivery.  Dart- 
mouth's errors  were  costly  allowing  three  of 
Amherst's  runs.  Two  close  decisions  made 
in  favor  of  Dartmouth  in  the  first  inning  were 
questionable.  Priddy  allowed  six  stolen 
bases  and  had  two  passed  balls  but  on  the 
whole  Amherst  played  good  ball  and  showed 
a  great  improvement  over  most  of  the  work 
the  team  has  done  during  the  season.  Brown 
leads  the  batting  list  with  a  three  bagger  and 


three  singles  to  his  credit.  French,  Mc- 
Carten, Tinker  and  Priddy  each  made  a 
two  bagger.  Abbott  fielded  his  position  well 
making  five  assists.  For  Amherst,  Thomp- 
son, Kent  and  Field  accepted  all  their 
chances  in  the  infield  and  Hawley  accepted 
three  chances  in  right.

Editors  of  Student  : 

Just  one  week  ago  the  college  assembled 
in  mass-meeting  removed  the  captain  of  the 
base-ball  team  on  charges  of  breaking  the 
training  regulations.  Last  Saturday  the 
team  played  Dartmouth  and  won  3  to  2. 
The  Dartmouth  team  was  in  Northampton 
Friday  night  before  7  o'clock,  spent  the 
night  there  and  came  over  to  Amherst  at  10 
in  the  morning.  The  management  took 
every  precaution  to  keep  the  team  in  good 
condition. 

Yesterday  we  played  a  return  game  at 
Hanover.

PRATT  FIELD  BLEACHERS. 

A  new  set  of  bleachers  to  replace  those 
destroyed  in  the  bonfire  last  Saturday  even- 
ing is  now  in  process  of  erection  at  Pratt 
Field  and  will  be  finished  before  the  next 
game.

They 
went  into  the  game  as  one  man,  determined 


to  do  their  best,  and  throughout  they  showed 
the  fighting  spirit.adetermination  to  win  which 
never  flagged,  and  which  won  the  game. 
The  Student  has  only  the  heartiest  praise 
for  the  team  as  a  whole  and  as  individuals. 


The  final  game  in  the  inter-fraternity  base- 
ball league  was  played  Tuesday.  The  league 
this  year  has  been  a  success.and  although  no 
direct  benefit  may  result  from  it  immediately, 
if  it  is  continued  it  is  bound  to  be  productive 
of  good  results.  It  will  tend  to  develope 
material  and  will  also  promote  a  better  feel- 
ing among  the  different  fraternities.  Dart- 
mouth, Wesleyan  and  several  other  colleges 
have  these*  yearly  matches  with  marked  suc- 
cess and  we  hope  the  league  started  at 
Amherst  this  season  may  continue  into  future 
years. 


The  death  of  Dr.  Storrs  has  caused 
deepfelt  sorrow  not  only  to  those  who  have 
known  him  personally,  but  also  to  every 
Amherst  undergraduate  and  alumnus  comes 
a  keen  sense  of  grief  for  the  loss  of  one  of 
the  most  beloved  sons  and  wisest  counsellors 
the  College  has  ever  possessed.  Identified 
with  Amherst  for  so  many  years  both  as  a 
loyal  alumnus  and  efficient  trustee,  with  the 
interests  of  his  Alma  Mater  always  deep  at 
heart,  he  has  been  esteemed,  honored  and 
loved  by  all.  To  Amherst  his  death  seems 
an  almost  irreparable  loss,  but  the  college 
cannot  but  be  benefitted  by  the  uplifting  in- 
fluence of  his  well  spent  life  and  noble 
character. 


The  recommendation  that  has  been  made 
to  the  committee  appointed  by  the  baseball 
association  at  its  recent  meeting,  to  the  effect 
that  an  amendment  should  be  made  to  the 
constitution  of  that  association,  requiring  that 
the  election  of  the  captain  by  any  team  should 
hereafter  be  ratified  by  a  regularly  appointed 
advisory  board  before  it  becomes  effective, 
meets  with  the  approval  of  The  Student  and 
should,  if  adopted,  do  away  with  any  recur- 
rence of  the  trouble  that  has  just  been  experi- 
enced. In  other  colleges  this  plan  has  been 
adopted  and  has  met  with  great  success  in 
its  application.  By  this  method  the  selection 
of  the  best  man  is  assured,  not  only  by  the 
absolute  use  of  the  veto  power  thus  created 
but, as  well, on  account  of  the  influence  it  will 
exert  on  the  men  of  the  teams  in  their  choice, 
from  the  knowledge  that  their  action  will  have 
to  pass  the  scrutiny  of  the  advisory  board.

ADMISSION. 

The  four-years  curriculum  of  the  Classical  Course  leads  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  Candidates  for  the  Freshman 
class  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  correspondingly 
older  for  advanced  standing.  Prescribed  subjects  for  exami- 
nation include  Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Ancient  History,  and 
English. 

The  four-years  curriculum  of  the  Scientific  Course  leads  to 
the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  Prescribed  subjects  for 
examination  are  as  above,  omitting  Greek  and  adding  Modern 
Languages,  History  of  England  and  of  the  United  States,  and 
Chemistry  or  Physics. 

Preliminary  examinations  are  allowed  for  admission  to  either 
of  the  above  courses. 

Graduates  of  certain  preparatory  schools  are  admitted  on 
certificate,  without  examination.  The  certificates  and  pass- 
cards  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York  are  also  accepted  in  place  of  examinations. 

Porter  Admission  Prize  of  $50  for  best  examination  for 
admission  to  the  Freshman  class. 

For  admission  to  advanced  standing,  full  equivalents  are 
accepted. 

Regular  entrance  examinations  at  Amherst,  June  21st  and 
22nd,  1900,  and  simultaneously  at   preparatory  schools  by 
^Mniest. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Graded  Diplomas,  B.  A.  and  B.  S.,  are  awarded  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  foregoing  courses.  Special  courses,  not  leading 
to  a  degree,  may  be  taken. 

The  academic  year  is  36  weeks  in  duration,  divided  into 
three  terms.  The  summer  vacation  of  12  weeks  begins  with 
the  last  week  in  June.    Commencement,  June  27,  1900. 

Tuition  fee,  $110  yearly.  Privileges  of  the  Pratt  Gymnasium 
free  to  all  students. 

The  annual  award  of  fellowships  and  prizes  exceeds  $3,000. 

The  beneficiary  funds  of  the  College  exceed  $240,000. 
Students  needing  assistance  may  receive  it  from  the  income 
of  these  funds. 

The  collections  for  instruction  in  Art  and  the  Natural 
Sciences  are  unusually  good. 

Fully  equipped  laboratories  for  instruction  in  Physics, 
Chemistry  and  Biology. 

The  College  Library  contains  about  72,000  volumes,  and  is 
freely  accessible  to  all  students,  without  fees. 

The  Pratt  Athletic  Field,  five  minutes'  walk  from  the  College 
campus,  is  one  of  the  finest  college  fields  in  the  country.
